| emphasis on youth 
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Teachers stage walkout 
in academy plan storm

A SCHOOL was forced to close 
yesterday when teachers went 
on strike over a ‘rushed' bid to 
turn it into an academy. 

More than 25 National Union of 
Teachers (NUT) members from 
Kingsthorpe College took industri¬ 
al action against plans currently 
being consulted on for academy 
status. 

And around 1,300 students missed 
lessons because of the dispute over 
the move to take the secondary 
school out of local authority control. 

NUT county secretary Gordon 
White said: “We are striking today 
because the school leadership has 
taken the decision to take the 
school away from the local authori¬ 
ty when it is a community school 
and hand over control to a trust. 

“The staff have not been consult¬ 
ed or the parents and the students 
and it has all been very rushed. 

“We are against the academy 
because it changes our terms and 
conditions and allows the acade¬ 
my to consult on changes that 
could affect things such as the 
working hours and the school 
day.” 

The industrial action comes after 
the Department of Education 
confirmed Kingsthorpe College, in 
Boughton Green Road, had their 
application for academy status

accepted earlier this month. The 
striking teachers were also joined 
by a teacher from the 
Northampton School for Girls, 
which is also under ‘pressure’ to be 
turned into an academy 

During yesterday’s one-day 
walkout many members of staff 
still turned up to work, and stu¬ 
dents were still able to sit their A 
Level exams. 

Mr White added: “The aim of the 
strike is to get the governors to 
withdraw the proposition and 
start a proper process of consulta¬ 
tion. We want the school to stay in 
the local community. 

“They have known there was 


going to be a ballot for three 
months but there has been no 
attempt to contact us. 

“This gives us the impression 
they are steamrolling ahead and 
will carry on regardless.” 

According to the Department of 
Education Kingsthorpe College is 
one of the 41 schools in 
Northamptonshire that has 
applied for academy status. 

And currently there are 26 
academies open across the county. 

Principal of Kingsthorpe College, 
Judith Long, said: “The governors 
have expressed an interest in going 
along the road to becoming an 
academy. 

“Once that’s done you have a 
consultation process. We started 
that process on May 11 and it’s six 
weeks, ending on June 22. 

“During that time there will be 
meetings for staff and parents. I’ve 
also contacted our partners in the 
community. 

“That’s a time for governors to 
listen to any concerns that any¬ 
body has.” 

She added: “I find it really strange 
and disappointing that some 
members of the NUT have taken 
this action at the beginning of the 
consultation process before any 
meetings have taken place. 

“This is the governors’ decision. 
We are going through a process. At 
the end of the process the gover¬ 
nors will make a decision.”

Seven men who top the 
polices most wanted list

THESE are the faces of Northampton¬ 
shire’s most wanted - seven suspected 
criminals on the run. 

After hunting for some of these men for 
more than a year, police hope that releas¬ 
ing these pictures will lead to arrests. 

The most well known among them is 
Anxiang Du, 53, the man wanted in 
connection with the murders of the Ding 
family, who were stabbed to death in 
April last year at their Wootton home. 

He was last seen wearing a white base¬ 
ball cap, grey trousers, a blue top and 
black leather shoes. He was carrying a 
yellow rucksack. 

Senior Investigating Officer, DCI Tom 
Davies said: “Whilst we have recently 
made arrests with regards to this investi¬ 
gation, we have not yet received any con¬ 
firmed sightings of Anxiang Du anywhere 
in the world. 

“He speaks Mandarin and English, will 
be self-sufficient, is likely to travel alone 
and will be comfortable using any form 
of public transport.” 

He added: “The enhanced reward of 



£25,000 is offered to ensure that anyone 
with that vital piece of information 
comes forward.” 

Three of the other men police are look¬ 
ing for are wanted on prison recall, one of 
whom committed a burglary in 
Northampton in November 2004. 

Joseph Delaney, now 31, stole thou¬ 
sands of pounds in cash from a widow 
and also took her late husband’s war 
medals. Police say his last known address 


was in the Northampton area, but he has 
been wanted since July 22 last year. 

Two men being hunted down are 
suspected of fraud. Artur Dereniowski, 
22, from Corby, allegedly transferred a 
total of £3,775.45 from numerous 
accounts into his own, and Kaspar 
Grinvalds, 24, last known to be living in 
Wellingborough, is wanted after a total of 
£985.48 was moved from another 
person’s account in May 2010. 

Others are wanted for more than one 
offence. Police are looking for Krstaps 
Minzars, 26, from Northampton, in 
connection with theft, fraud and 
obstructing a police officer. He was 
arrested in April 2008 for driving without 
insurance and gave officers a passport 
which was later found to be false. 

He is also suspected of stealing a bank 
card at an ATM at Sainsbury’s, on 
Rockingham Road, Kettering, and later 
using the card to withdraw cash. 

David McMahon, 37, and Constantin 
Ailutoaei, 23, are wanted for unspecified 
crimes committed in Northampton. 

Anyone with any information should 
call Northamptonshire Police on 101 or 
Crimestoppers on 0800 555 111.

Mum’s school placing blast 


A SINGLE mum says she 
will be forced to buy a car she 
cannot afford after the coun¬ 
cil allocated her child a 
school on the other side of 
Northampton from where 
she lives. 

The woman, who the 
Herald & Post have agreed 
not to name, didn’t receive 
any of her three prefer¬ 
ences. 

Instead, her four-year-old 
daughter has been offered a 
place at a school half an 
hour’s walk away. 

The pair live on Derngate, 
Northampton and cannot 
afford a car, but 
Northamptonshire County 
Council have placed the 
prospective pupil at Queen 
Eleanor School in Far Cotton. 

The distressed mum said: “I 
don’t drive. I’m a single par¬ 
ent. It’s hard for me to get 
there. 

“My daughter is quite shy 


and withdrawn, so I’m not 
happy to send her to a school 
like that. I feel like I’ve been 
given no choice at all.” 

The woman has appealed 
the council’s decision but 
said: “They won’t be interest¬ 
ed in the troubles I’ve got.” 

She says she is now consid¬ 
ering trying to get charity 
funding to send her daughter 
to St Peter’s Independent 
School for the first year, but 
said she would be forced to 
buy a car because that was 
also too far away. 

She admitted the purchase 
would leave her with finan¬ 
cial problems. 

Her complaints come just 
a week after Michael Ellis, 
MP for Northampton North 
wrote to the county council 
asking whether anything 
could be done to improve 
the “unfairness” of the pri¬ 
mary school allocation sys¬ 
tem.

Roadshow aims to be clear on cancer 


A LUNG cancer roadshow was raising 
awareness of the disease among shop¬ 
pers yesterday. 

The ‘Be Clear on Cancer’ coughing 
event came to the Grosvenor Shopping 
Centre as part of its tour of retail 
facilities over the next three weeks. 

Its aim is to raise awareness that a 


cough that lasts for three weeks or more 
could be a sign of lung cancer. 

The disease affects 33,000 people each 
year with 406 cases in Northampton. 

In the town there are around 345 
deaths a year. 

The majority of cases occur in people 
over the age of 55. 


ANGLIAN Water has promised to keep 
disruption to a minimum when it starts 
a £lm programme to replace lead pipes 
with plastic ones in 32 streets in 
Northampton. 

Work is set to target the Far Cotton and 
St James areas over eight months starting 
in Delapre Crescent Road and Thirlstane 
Crescent next month. 

The new European standards, which 
come into force next year, will see the 
limit on lead in drinking water more than 
halve, from 25 to 10 parts per billion. 

Northampton is one of the first places 
to benefit from the replacement work 
because of the town's high number of 
older properties, which are served by 
lead pipes. 

No streets will be closed during the 
work and Anglian Water has said the only 
downside is residents may have to find a 
different parking space while the work is 
carried out. 


Olympic duties won’t 
hit policing, say cops

NEARLY 200 Northampton¬ 
shire police officers will be 
on duty at the Olympic 
Games - but chiefs insist the 
county’s policing will not be 
adversely affected. 

The Force is providing assis¬ 
tance in London and Dorset 
for a total of 47 days, with as 
many as 82 officers leaving 
their normal duties at any one 
time. 

Most of the 198 transferring 
are usually ‘bobbies on the 
beat’, but some of the county’s 
specialist teams will also be 
involved, including the public 
order unit, dog handlers and 
firearms experts. 


But the man heading the 
force’s Olympic operations, 
Assistant Chief Constable 
Martin Jelley, said that 
‘day-to-day business’ would 
not stop for the Games. 

He said: “We have taken 
steps to maintain levels of 
local policing during the 
Olympic period and commu¬ 
nities can be assured that we 
will respond quickly and 
effectively when they need us. 

“Officers are also working 
with out partners and with 
communities to ensure every¬ 
one can celebrate the 
Olympics safely.” 

Annual leave has been 
restricted across the service 
and some training sessions 
have been rescheduled to 


allow more officers to be post¬ 
ed to the capital. 

Final numbers are yet to be 
confirmed but a Force 
spokesman said that Special 
Constables and volunteers 
would “play a role” in the 
county’s day-to-day policing 
during the Games. 

Asst CC Jelley added: 
“Officers from across the 
Force have volunteered to be 
part of the national response 
and we have local Olympic 
duties to provide safe passage 
for Olympic teams through 
the county.” 

On peak days, around 
12,500 officers will police the 
Games, and the National 
Olympic Security 

Coordinator, Assistant 


Commissioner Chris Allison, 
admits it will be a “busy and 
challenging time”. 

But he added: “All 51 forces 
are playing a role to deliver a 
fantastic summer of celebra¬ 
tion, yet our planning has also 
ensured that our core policing 
continues, keeping our com¬ 
munities safe. 

“In addition, we maintain 
our regional resilience, able to 
manage major incidents or 
investigations and respond to 
contingencies outside of the 
Games wherever necessary.” 

Extra policing at the Games 
will be funded by the central 
Olympic Security Budget, 
allowing forces to send their 
officers without financial 
impact.

Uni students’ £300k 
in library loan fines

NEARLY £300,000 in library fines 
have been paid by students at 
the University of Northampton 
over the last five years. 

Figures show students racked 
up the most amount of penalties 
in the academic year 2007/8 and 
paid the university more than 
£65,000. 

The university said the money 
collected forms part of the overall 
library budget, and their fines 
match those given out by other 
higher education institutions. 

A Freedom of Information 
request revealed between the 


academic years 2006/7 and 
2010/11 the university collected a 
total of £296,314 in library fines 
across their two campuses. 

The least amount of money the 
university obtained during the 
five-year period was £52,000 paid 
in 2009/10. 

Currently learners are fined 25p 
per day for each standard loan 
handed back late. 

In November last year the 
university raised the cost of an 
overdue short-term book or 
equipment loan from 60p to £1 
per hour. 

A spokesman for the university 
said: “It is important that our 
library books are returned on 


time and so are available to every¬ 
one who might need them for 
their studies. Our fines reflect that 
and are on a par with other high¬ 
er education institutions. 

“Taking into consideration the 
number of students we have, then 
the average fine per student 
would work out at under £4.45 in 
an academic year.” 

Students are alerted by email to 
remind them to bring back a 
book. If they fail to return it they 
will be asked to replace the book 
themselves or pay the cost price. 

The university also occasionally 
run ‘fine days’ where money 
collected on a certain date is 
donated to a chosen charity. 


Saints plan 2,000 more seats 


SAINTS Rugby Club are well on 
their way to transforming Franklin’s 
Gardens stadium into a much 
bigger venue. 

Proposals submitted to 
Northampton Borough Council 
outline plans to expand seating 
capacity by 2,000, taking the total 
number of supporters who can be 
accommodated to nearly 15,500. 

A new North Stand would replace 
the current Sturtridge Pavilion - 
the oldest part of the stadium. The 


club say that matches regularly sell 
out and that it has averaged 98 per 
cent capacity for the last few years. 

Councillor Terry Wire, leader of 
Northampton’s Labour group and 
representative for St James ward 
where the ground is based, said his 
party was in favour of the plans. 

He added: “The issues we do need 
to solve is the local infrastructure 
in the area surrounding the stadium 
and getting a proper traffic 
management scheme in place.”

Flash too many 
lands man in jail

A SERIAL flasher has been 
banned from public 
parks after he was jailed 
for exposing himself to a 
mother and her baby. 

Colin Harrison, 45, 
followed the victim through 
Victoria Park in St James, 
Northampton, on 

November 3 last year. 

Northampton Crown 
Court heard how the man 
had drunk three litres of 
cider and was sitting on a 
park bench when the 
woman walked past. 

James McLernon, prose¬ 
cuting, said she was push¬ 
ing a pram with her 
13-month-old son walking 
beside her. 

He said: “The defendant 
was smiling and holding 
his penis in his hand. As 
they passed, he stood up 
and walked behind them. 

“She picked up her son. 
The defendant was still 


following them.” Harrison, 
of Weedon Road, St James, 
Northampton, was later 
arrested after the woman 
flagged down a police 
patrol car. 

Mr McLernon added: 
“She was particularly 
frightened because there 
was no one else there at the 
time. She was concerned 
for her own safety and the 
safety of her son.” 

In interview the defen¬ 
dant denied exposing 
himself and said he had 
been drinking because he 
had “fallen off the wagon” 
that day. 

But he later pleaded guilty 
to outraging public inde¬ 
cency and was convicted at 
Northampton Magistrates’ 
Court on April 19. 

Sentencing the defendant 
on Friday, Recorder 
Geoffrey Kelly, said: “This is 
your fourth offence of 
exposure or outraging 
public decency. It’s actually 
a very serious offence 


because of the serious 
effect it has. In this case you 
followed the victim - she 
was walking innocently 
along with her son. You 
seemingly have no under¬ 
standing of the fear you 
have engendered in that 
woman’s mind.” 

Handing Harrison four 
months in prison, the 
recorder added: “You have 
been given chances before, 
but you have not taken 
advantage of those 
chances.” 

Already on the sex offend¬ 
ers’ register, Harrison was 
also placed under an indef¬ 
inite sexual offences 
prevention order. The rul¬ 
ing bans him from entering 
or loitering near public 
parks while under the influ¬ 
ence of alcohol, and from 
unzipping or loosening his 
clothing in public. 

He was also ordered not 
to approach any female he 
does not know unless 
contact was “unavoidable”.

Turbines are putting the ‘wind’ up me 


I SEE that Butchers Pet Care 
of Crick is planning to install 
two wind turbines “to 
provide its electricity for up 
to the next 25 years”. 

That’s fine - but are they 
aware they will only get 
power from these turbines 
for about 30 per cent of the 
time? 

Even then you only get full 
power when the wind is at 
near gale strength. 

Lighter winds than that 
decrease the output dramat¬ 
ically, higher than that they 
have to switch them off. 

But perhaps intermittent 
power like that is all they 
want. 


I am very glad to see that, 
since this is for their use 
alone, they are presumably 
going to pay the full costs 
themselves. 

The other windmills you 
see around make money for 
the landowners in stagger¬ 
ing amounts because they 
feed into the National Grid. 

Presumably ‘Butchers’ 
won’t be doing that so they 
get no income to offset the 
cost of installation, which is 
about £300,000 per turbine. 

At last, a public spirited 
wind turbine development!

A PENSIONER was caught 
“delivering” crack coc¬ 
aine after plain clothes 
police officers saw him 
drop a package. 

Leslie Lynsford, 65, of 
Lawrence Court, North¬ 
ampton was found with 
£220 worth of the drug. 

Officers in an unmarked 
car saw the defendant on 
his street on May 7 last 
year at around 5.15pm 
and said he appeared to 
look at their vehicle and 
suddenly put his hands in 
his pockets. 


As they pulled up beside 
him he flicked something 
onto the floor. 

It was later revealed to 
be 2.72g of crack cocaine 
broken into small individ¬ 
ual rocks. 

In interview, Lynsford 
said he was only “deliver¬ 
ing” the drugs and was not 
involved in dealing, but 
police seized cling film 
and scales from his home. 

He was due to be tried at 
Northampton Crown 
Court on April 23, but 
pleaded guilty to posses¬ 
sion of a class A drug with 
intent to supply, and 
admitted breaking a large 


amount into smaller 
pieces. Sentencing Lyns¬ 
ford on Friday, Recorder 
Geoffrey Kelly gave him a 
12-month prison term 
suspended for two years 
and ordered him to abide 
by a three month curfew. 

He said: “You were acting 
as a courier on one isolat¬ 
ed occasion to make some 
money.” 

Recorder Kelly said the 
sentence could be 
suspended because the 
defendant had not been in 
trouble with police since 
the 1990s, and that no 
money from dealing was 
found at his property.

Cats injured in 
air rifle attacks

CAT owners have been devastated after 
their cherished pets were injured in two 
separate air rifle incidents. 

The RSPCA is now urging people to 
come forward with information follow¬ 
ing the shootings in Clarence Avenue and 
Greenway Avenue in Northampton. 

Fiona and Robert Bailey, who live in 
Clarence Avenue, felt sick after their 
three-year-old cat Wilbur was targeted. 

Mrs Bailey, 31, who is nine months 
pregnant, said: “Words can hardly 
describe how we felt as we were both in 
bits. 

“I know people will say he is just a cat 
but he is very much part of our family 
and it would not be the same without 
him. We were sickened that someone 
could do this to a defenceless animal.” 

She added if the pellet had been a 
millimetre to the left or right it would 
have hit a major artery. 

This incident took place between 8am 
and 6pm on Monday, May 14. 

Last Thursday, a seven-month-old 
Bengal cat called Enzo was shot near its 
home in the Boothville area. 

His owner Geoff Pallett, who lives in 
Greenway Avenue, said: “When we found 
him he seemed almost dead. We are 



keeping our fingers crossed he will be 
fine. We are really upset this has 
happened.” 

A spokesperson for the RSPCA said: “It 
is absolutely vital if anyone saw anything 
suspicious or knows of anyone shooting 
at animals in the area that they come 
forward with information. 

“People cannot be allowed to get away 
with causing such awful injuries.” 

Anyone with information, should call 
Northamptonshire Police on 101.

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Light switch 
saves £2m

TURNING off half of the 
county’s street lights has 
saved almost £2 million, new 
figures have shown. 

Northamptonshire County 
Council (NCC) has spent £3m 
on street illumination in the 
last year compared to the 
expected £4.9m. 

In a bid to save money it 
switched off around 30,000 
lamps which cost the authori¬ 
ty more than £35,000. 

And while the council said 
the lights were not turned off 
on an ‘ad-hoc basis’ an oppo¬ 
sition councillor has 
expressed her concern that it 
has caused people to become 
‘prisoners’ in their homes. 

Lib Dem Councillor Sally 
Beardsworth said: “I know the 
council has to make savings 
but I think there has been a lot 
of worry with community 
safety since the streets lights 
have been turned off. 

“I have a lot of people who 
are elderly in my ward who 
said they were frightened to 
go out after 4pm during the 
winter. I have real concerns 
about people being prisoners 
in their own home.” 

A spokesman for NCC said: 
“The council is currently 



facing a huge financial chal¬ 
lenge. Difficult decisions have 
had to be made and turning 
off about half of the street 
lights owned by the council 
saved us about £2m in the 
financial year 2011/2012.” 

County Hall bosses, who are 
responsible for around 66,000 
street lights across the county, 
began the switch-off in May 
last year. 

The figures show they have 
saved nearly £1.2m on main¬ 
tenance and a further 
£770,000 in energy costs. 

The authority has already 
replaced more than 1,300 
street lights, which they claim 
use 40 per cent less energy.

Cannabis factory busted in cops raid

Speed camera 
talks shot down

CALLS for the county’s 
speed cameras to be 
switched back on have 
been ignored.

Councillor Brendan 
Glynane said: “We should 
be doing everything we 
can to prevent deaths and 
serious injuries and make 
our roads safer. 

“By refusing to talk to 
the police about switching 
cameras back on, or admit 
any link between fewer 
lights, no fixed cameras, 
and increased deaths, the 
Conservatives are abdi¬ 
cating their responsibility 
to keep our roads safe.”

RUGBY UNION 

MUCH has changed in the five years that Jim 
Mallinder has been in charge at Franklin’s 
Gardens. But the Aviva Premiership’s 
longest-serving director of rugby will not be 
happy while the club game’s major prizes 
continue to evade him. 

Mallinder’s role in steering 
Northampton Saints from relegation to 
the old National Division One to 
becoming one of the top clubs in Europe 
was rewarded last week with him being 
handed a three-year contract extension. 

The target now is to take the next step, 
with the Premiership title and Heineken 
Cup having both been just out of reach 
for the Saints during the last three 
seasons. 

“In the last few years we’ve improved 
the club, improved the team and of 
course it’s disappointing that this year 
we fell a bit short, as we did last year, but 
the positive for us is that we’re in the 
mix,” he said. 

“To get to a Heineken Cup final and to 
be in three play-off semi-finals is an 
achievement in itself. 

“That’s where we want to be, and next 
year we have got a good chance playing 
in Europe. We’ve got a good squad, we’ve 
already signed some talented players, 
we’re very close to announcing a few 
more players that will add to the mix and 
we think that, on the field as well as off 


the field, it is very positive and we’re looking 
forward to the future.” 

Mallinder has had to embark on a slight 
rebuilding job this summer, with integral 
players like James Downey, Roger 
Wilson, Chris Ashton and Jon Clark all 
leaving the Saints for new clubs. 

And while there will be one or two 
overseas signings, his intention is to 
continue bringing in players that will 
form the core of the Northampton squad 
over the coming seasons rather than 
splashing the cash on big-name 
overseas stars. 

The next generation will include 
Rotherham Titans back row Simon 
Dickinson and Sale Sharks centre Luther 
Burrell, as well as Academy graduates 
Will Hooley, Tom Collins and Danny 
Hobbs who have all earned their first 
professional deals. 

Mallinder said: “We’ve lost some names 
that have made a massive contribution 
to Northampton Saints, but I think that 
four years ago when we announced that 
Roger Wilson and James Downey were 
coming to the club some people thought 
‘who are they?’ 

“But they have developed into fantastic 
players and they are the type of players 
that we look for here. We don’t go out 
and sign massive numbers of 
international players; we want players 
who can develop with us as a club. 

“We are working on bringing in players

who are established, and along with 
what we have got, will be good enough 
to compete at the very top level.” 

Yet while Mallinder is keen to field a 
side made up of England qualified 
players, he knows that international call¬ 
ups make it nigh-on impossible and last 
year saw the Saints cast the net further 
afield by recruiting George Pisi, Samu 
Manoa and Vasily Artemyev. 

The Northampton dressing room will 


soon have an even more cosmopolitan 
look, with the news that Australian 
international winger Cameron Shepherd 
will be joining from Super Rugby outfit 
Western Force. Added to that is the 
arrival of highly-touted South African 
No.8 Gerrit-Jan van Velze from the Blue 
Bulls. 

Mallinder said: “We’ve got to be very 
sensible in terms of our England players, 
and of course we like England qualified 


players because we are an English club. 
That’s the right thing to do and that’s the 
culture that we should be trying to 
create, but we can’t have too many 
players missing. Particularly in World Cup 
years it’s a killer because for the first two 
months you don’t see your players. They 
have EPS days and then there is the Six 
Nations as well. We’ve got to be mindful 
of that. We want a core of English players, 
but we’ve got to get the balance right.” 


Dowson is skipper 
for Baa-Baas battle 


ENGLAND forwards coach has 
praised Phil Dowson’s leadership 
qualities after he was named as cap¬ 
tain for Sunday’s game against the 
Barbarians. 

New Test captain Chris Robshaw is 
unavailable as he and 17 other EPS 
players will be involved in the Aviva 
Premiership Rugby final the day 
before. 

Northampton Saints back row 
Dowson featured under new head 
coach Stuart Lancaster’s Red Rose side 


that finished second in this year’s Six 
Nations championship, but lost his 
place to Ben Morgan in later rounds. 

Rowntree said: “Phil coped with the 
disappointment (of losing his place 
in the team) very well. That is the 
mark of Phil Dowson. 

“He took it on the chin and we all 
saw the rise of Ben Morgan towards 
the end of the Six Nations so it wasn’t 
easy for him.

“The World Cup is one thing, but a 
summer tour is always difficult 
because it comes off the back of a gru¬ 
elling season - and this year after a 
World Cup season as well,” said the 26- 
year-old. There is not much time to rest 
or anything like that, but it is a great 
place to go and play rugby. I was lucky 
enough to tour there when I was 16, so 
I’ve got a bit of a vague memory of what 
to expect. 

“South Africa are a great team as well. 
The England team doing well in the Six 
Nations is one thing and we’re looking 
to work on that and move on from 
there. It’s been a long season, so we 
need to make sure that we approach it 
with the right frame of mind, and we’re 
looking to put down a big marker by 
getting some results in South Africa.” 



Paulson swaps Oz for 
Demons in bid to find 
his lost rugby hunger 


RUGBY LEAGUE 

INJURY prevented Germaine Paulson 
from forging a career in the NRL, but 
the Australian is now finding his way 
back into the game after joining 
Northampton Demons for this season, 
writes Sam Haase. 

Born and raised in the town of 
Beaudesert in Queensland, Paulson 
followed in the footsteps of his uncles 
who were both passionate players. 

By the time he was 15 he was 
representing Australia at schoolboy 
level and had a promising career ahead 
of him. Indeed, in 2006 Paulson 
achieved his dream of playing at the 
top level with the South Sydney 
Rabbitohs. 

However, after making 17 appearances 
and scoring three tries, the utility back 
suffered a severe injury when he 
snapped both of his Achilles tendons and 
had to endure a long lay-off. 

The 27-year-old has now moved to 
Northampton with his girlfriend and 
has joined the Demons set-up, coming 
across the side by chance after reading 
about them in the paper. 

However, he is unsure how the style 
of rugby here will compare to that in 
Australia after playing there for so long. 

“I came here with an open mind as I 
wasn’t too sure what to expect,” he said, 
adding: “I played an English academy 
side when I was 16 and also have a few 
friends that play Super League, but I 
wasn’t too sure what the style would be 
like. 

‘After one game it’s hard to get a feel 
for what it’s going to be like, however 
after a few more games I am sure I will 
start to get more of a feel for it”. 

He is also impressed with the 


structure at Northampton and seemed 
pleasantly surprised that it is taken so 
seriously in an area that is famous for 
rugby’s other code. 

After Paulson suffered his injury 
setback, he admitted that he hadn’t 
found the desire to get back into rugby 
league after spending so long out of 
the game, instead focusing more on 
work. 

Yet he sees this as the chance to test 
himself, focus on the sport and 
discover whether he can get back to 
the standard he once was. 

He said: “Personally, I am still not too 
sure what I want to do with rugby 
league or whether I want to get back 
into it or not, but I am just going to take 
it as it comes. 

“Coming over here has made me 
think whether I want to get back into it 
again and is a tester to see if the desire 
is still there in a different environment. 

If I am going to get back into it you can’t 
go in half hearted, you have to be 100 
per cent sure. Everyone here has been 
so welcoming and made me feel at 
home. The guys in the team are a great 
bunch and I am sure we can go on and 
replicate the successes of years gone 
by at the club.” 

The Demons exited the National 
Community Shield in the first round 
after suffering a 40-20 defeat away to 
Eastern Rhinos on Saturday. 

Two tries each for Adam Cook and 
Brett Cuttbush, as well as scores from 
Alex Gardiner, Darryl Walters and Ed 
Holland, helped the Rhinos progress to 
the last 16.

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There’s nowhere like home for Monaco resident race ace di Resta 


FORMULA ONE 

PAUL di Resta is looking forward to the 
challenge of this weekend’s Monaco 
Grand Prix as Formula One makes its 
annual visit to the tight twisty street 
circuit. 

The Force India driver, who now lives 
in the Principality, recorded a 12th 
place finish at the race when he made 
his FI debut there last year. 

Steeped in history and tradition, this 
Grand Prix is still regarded as one of 
the most prestigious races in world 
motorsport and that is something di 
Resta is well aware of. 


“The Monaco Grand Prix is probably 
the highlight of the year and the race 
that every driver wants to win,” he 
said. 

“It’s always a really busy weekend: 
the grandstands are packed, the 
yachts are in the harbour and 
everybody is looking for the best view. 
When the weather is nice it really 
helps make for an electric 
atmosphere.” 

But it is also the slowest circuit on 


the FI calendar and overtaking is at a 
premium, which means it presents 
many challenges for both the drivers 
and the teams. 

Di Resta explained: “It’s a circuit that’s 
all about confidence and commitment 
and you need to build up your speed 
through the weekend to extract the 
maximum laptime. There are some 
great corners, such as Casino Square 
where you arrive at 185 mph and 
brake as you turn into a blind corner. 


“Then there’s the slowest corner of 
the year, the hairpin, taken in first gear 
using maximum steering lock. 

“For the end of the lap through the 
swimming pool you really feel the 
downforce and you need a car that 
can ride the bumps and kerbs. 

“It’s a real challenge for drivers and 
engineers to get the perfect car.” 

It is a race that team mate Nico 
Flulkenberg enjoys as well and he is 
aiming for a repeat of the Spanish 


Grand Prix which saw him score a 
point for the Silverstone-based team. 

Flulkenberg has also been pleased 
with the recent upgrades to the Force 
India car, but added: We still have work 
to do to understand and fine-tune 
them along with the set-up, so that is 
something the team is working on. 

“When you see how close the teams 
around us are it can really make a 
difference to find even the smallest 
gain.”

Previously the ground was let to 
the club on a long-lease basis, but 
thanks to the legacy left by former 
president Lynn Wilson they have 
been able to purchase it outright. 

Although there were no concerns 
over the long-term security of the 
ground, the County had been keen 
to take over full ownership for some 
time. 

Northants chairman Martin 
Lawrence said: “This was the best 
thing the club could do and we are 
very happy that we have been able 
to achieve this. 

“Although the Cockerill Trustees 
had allowed us to occupy the 
County Ground on a long leasehold 
basis there is nothing better than to 
have secured ownership of the site 
ourselves. This will help to sustain 
the long term financial security of 
the club and will enable the club to 
develop the site to the highest stan¬ 
dards possible.” 

The ground has undergone several 
changes in recent years, with the 
most significant being the installa¬ 


tion of permanent floodlights in 
2010. A new outdoor practise area 
on the site of the former bowls club 
is also due to be completed later this 
year, while the club have managed 
to regularly secure fixtures against 
touring international teams. 

The England Under-19s, Lions and 
Women’s teams have played at 
Wantage Road as well, with chief 
executive David Smith aiming to 
ensure that continues. This pur¬ 
chase gives the club a good oppor¬ 
tunity to continue developing the 
County Ground,” he said. 
“Developments such as the outdoor 
nets facility will enhance our repu¬ 
tation within the game and it should 
benefit the club in securing future 
international touring team fixtures, 
as our improving facilities will be a 
big attraction to them.”

chest infection. Being forced to 
renege on the fight has also proved 
financially costly for Lane, but the 
super featherweight hopes to have 
another contest sorted out soon. In 
the meantime though, he has one or 
two other things to take care of. 

“I’m going to use this time to be as 
productive as possible,” he said. 

“I’m probably going to go and visit a 
dietician and see if I’m getting 
everything I need. I might be missing 
some zinc or iron which means I’m 
not as immune to illness. 

“I’ll get another opportunity - 
maybe a bigger one than this was. I 
spoke to my manager last week and 
he said I might be getting two title 
fights in September, so hopefully I’ll 
be fighting for the British Masters 
and Area titles. 


“I know that eventually I will get my 
opportunity because I work hard. I’ve 
got the right people around me - not 
just boxing people but my friends and 
family as well.” 

Meanwhile, Spence is still hopeful of 
securing a shot at Unsworth’s Area 
title after being forced to pull out of a 
showdown with him for the second 
time due to circumstances beyond 
his control. 

Their first bout was scratched after 
the 27-year-old sustained a rib injury 
while sparring, and last week saw 
him have to pull out just two days 
before the fight after contracting a 
serious illness that meant he was on 
antibiotics. 

Spence said: “There was no way I 
was going to have recovered in time. 

I need to speak to my manager and 
hopefully we can sort out another date. 


But that’s the second time I’ve had to 
pull out so they might say no.” 

■ MILES Wright and Kyle Mason face 
rematches tonight against the two 
boxers from Braunston ABC that they 
defeated in Shepshed on Saturday.

Chapel House set 
for ladies evening

KING’S Sutton-based trainer Richard 
Harper has only two horses in his yard but 
both are set to run at Towcester tomorrow 
evening, when the track stages its Ladies 
Evening fixture. 

Nine year-old Chapel House has become 
the apple of Harper’s eye after an 
astonishing sequence of runs since last 
summer when he joined the Home Farm 
stables which he runs with his son Charlie. 

Eleven outings have produced three 
victories while the Beneficial gelding has 
also run in the first four on half of his other 
appearances. Crucially, Chapel House has 
now won three of his last four starts, being 
second on the other occasion at Hereford. 

Harper withdrew the horse from a 3m 
contest at Towcester on Tuesday and 
explained: “I have spoken to the lady in 
Yorkshire who trained him before us. 

“If we are going to start running over 
three miles we don’t want to do that first 
time on a stiff track such as Towcester. 

“The furthest Chapel House has been 
over so far is 2m 6f, with his winning over 
2m 5f or less, while tomorrow’s race is 
over 2m 3 l/2f. 

“The other factor is that Friday’s race is 
for 0-110 rated horses and Chapel House 
won’t have to carry as much weight as he 
would have done in the Tuesday race, 
which was a 0-115.” 

Harper’s other horse is the former Kim 
Bailey-trained Top Benefit who is entered 
in the 3m handicap chase and who will be 
having just his second outing for the 
Northants yard. 

That contest has also attracted Paul 
Webber’s popular grey veteran Appleaday. 
The 11-year-old could be asked to carry 
close to top weight if given the nod. 

Admission for the fixture is £10, while 
Towcester’s final meeting before October 
will be on Bank Holiday June 4, the 
afternoon of the Queen’s Diamond Jubilee.

O Agony and the ecstasy of the 2012 London Olympic Games as Town duo’s dreams are...

AN Olympic hopeful from 
Northampton is retiring at the age 
of 22 after years of battling an 
eating disorder. 

Hollie Avil, who was ranked num¬ 
ber one in the world when she was 
just 18, announced on Twitter on 
Tuesday: “I’ve decided to end my 
career as a triathlete.” 

She went on to explain that she 
had suffered from eating disorders, 
depression and stress fractures and 
had decided to quit elite sport for 
the good of her health. 

Speaking on national radio this 
week, the former Junior World 
Champion said: “I know it sounds a 
bit odd putting ‘retiring’ and ‘22’ 
together. I’ve got to remember the 
positives in my career too, but I had 
to admit that I wasn’t happy doing 
the triathlon. It led me to depres¬ 
sion, and you shouldn’t be in a sport 
that makes you unhappy.” 


At the world championships in 
2006, Hollie said a coach had made 
a comment about her weight telling 
her that she needed to watch it if 
she wanted to get fitter. 

She said: “I was a swimmer to 
begin with and weight was never an 
issue in our sport. I didn’t even 
know what a calorie was.” 

But after her attention had been 
drawn to her size, she became 
obsessed with food. 

The young star said: “The eating 
disorder crept in. Things started 
happening. You start cutting things 
out until it takes over your life. I was 
still living at home and I went about 
things quite sneakily - I wanted to 
hide it from my parents.” 

Hollie lost nearly 10 kilos in a mat¬ 
ter of months, and in early 2007 her 
coach at the time, Ben Bright, 
realised something was wrong and 
spoke to her parents. She says it was 
“very difficult” for them to deal 
with. 

“I remember going shopping with 


my mum and I was trying clothes 
on. Mum looked at me and started 
crying.” 

Hollie gradually recovered and 
only missed out on the Beijing 
Olympics due to an unrelated stom¬ 
ach bug. 

But in 2010, after parting compa¬ 
ny with Bright, she fell back into old 
habits. 

She said: “It was me trying to con¬ 
trol everything that was going on. I 
kept it very quiet.” 

After contracting a virus due to her 
low weight, Hollie returned home to 
Northampton and broke down, 
telling her parents the eating disor¬ 
der had returned. 

Now on her way back to full 
health, the young athlete hopes to 
use her sporting expertise and her 
experience with weight issues to 
help others suffering from the same 
problems. 

“Who knows what the future will 
bring... I’m proud of what I’ve over¬ 
come.”
